There is said to be considerable 
mystery at Rio Janeimg in regard to 
the departure of the Emperor and his 
family. It is asserted in some quar- 
ters that he has not yet left the coun- 
try. The British mai} steamer Atrate, 
from Montevideo for Southampton, is 
due at Rio Janeiro to-morrow, aud 
soui@gpelieve the Imperial family will 
take passage on that steamer to Eu- 
rope. 

Commercial dispatches are now for- 
warded from Brazil to foreign countries 
without scrutiny ordelay. Dispatches, 
however, relating to the political situ- 
ation, or giving any information in re- 
gard to the new Government, have to 
be submitted to a censor, and the re- 
sult is that the only intelligence about 
the revolution which has reached the 
outside world, except the very meagre 
facts that have got through in com- 
mercial telegrams in cipher, is that 
which has met the approval of the 
Government censor. 

A dispatch has been received at the 
Brazilian Legation here in London 
from Dr. Barbosa, Minister of Finance 
of the new Government, directing the 
Brazilian Minister to notify the London 
Stock Exchange that all financial en- 
gagements entered into by the Impe- 
rial Government will be faithfully ob- 
served by the Republic.

SHOPPING IN PARIS. 


Olive Logan Says It Is a Wild and Pro- 
miscuous Scramble. 

Mark Twain is not the only Américan 
who has been d with the pushing, 
the scrambling, the incivility of the whole 
mob atthe great French shops, buyers as 
well as sellers,-counter-jumpers as well as 
purchasers. The crowds at the Louvre, the 
Bon Marche or the Printemps, on any fine 
afternoon, is something that must be seen 
to be believed. The manners that prevail! 
exclaims Olive Logan in the Boston Tran- 
script. Customers dispute the ownership 
of various things by pulling them out of 
each other’s hands; toes trodden on; in- 
spectors eye impertinently young and old 
to discover thieves; then the e!bow digs, 
and flushed faces, the torn clothing! Fi- 
nally comes the push of the people up to 
the pay desk, in a line, like pigs to the 
slaughter-house. Your purchases have 
been taken from you to be tied up. Mistakes 
must be fregent in this department. A list 


_ of the articles is readout by a perspiring 


cierk and a total is given. You lay down 
money and it is immediately snatched up. 
No receipt is given. You have come, seen 
and had your funds conquered from you; 
pow you may go or stay; no one needs you 
further. Perhaps you will feel dispored to 
rest awhile in the luxuriously furnished 
salon de lecture of the establishment and 
read the morning papers. Unfortunately, 
it is crowded, like every other place on the 
premises. The reading-rooms of the great 
French shops are beginning to figure in 
the works of contemporaneous French nov- 
elists as a convenient place of illicit rendez- 
vous. A glance around one of them often 
shows couples of fact, not fiction, whose de- 
meanor favors the supposition that they 
have met by appointment and not “by 
chance.”’ 

Shopping is a great enjoyment to some 
women, a great bore to others; both classes 
prefer the shops to which they are accus- 
tomed. There are hundreds of women in 
New York who live in hotels and boarding-

An analysis of suiphur deposits on this 
island made in the New Zealand Geological 
Survey Laboratory shows that one of yel- 
low sulphur contained 99.9 per cent. of sul- 
phur, that another of green sulphur con- 
tained 62.5 per cent. sulphur and that a 
third of impure sulphur contained 62.05 per 
cent. sulphur. The chief impurity was 
gypsum, which does not interfere with its 
distillation.

GAS FROM PETROLEUM. 


Au Attractive Theme for Inventors as 
Well as Consumers. 

“Of the many devices employai in the 
manufacture of illuminating gas,’’ said a 
well-kuown Official of a Brooklyn gas com- 
pany toy a New York Mail aid Express re- 
porter, “none has seemed more attractive 
to inventors and manufacturers than the 
use of petroleum oil in place ofcoal. Some 
very considerable advantages seem pos- 
sible by its use, ang although it was pretty 
thoroughly tried a number of years ago, 
and generally discarded, the question of 
substituting it for coal has been revived 
and is again receiving considerable atten- 
tion. 

“There is no question that the gas which 
can be readily enough made from the oil is 


cheaper than coal, unless at a time when 
coal is unusually cheap. The gas from oil 
is called of sixty-candle power, but it is ex- 
eceedingly doubtful whether it can be made 
to maintain that standard when stored or 
delivered in the usual manner to towns or 
cities. 

“Even if it can be sixty-candle gas as it 


at Erith a few days ago in the presence of rep- 
resentatives of the War Office, who were 
80 greativ struck by its performance that 
the Maxim Company has been requested to 
construct a twelve-pounder on the same 
principle, says the London Times. 

About six years ago, when Mr. Maxim be- 
gan his experiments in automatic gunnery, 
he made certain alterations in a Martini- 
Henry rifle so that when it was fired the 
recoil opened the breech by dropping the 
block in the ordinary way, the block re- 


| maining down until another cartridge was 


placed in position, when the breech auto- 
matically closed and the trigger could be 
again pulled. 

The gun lately tried is merely an applica- 
tion of this system Op a large scale. it has 
the appearance of the quick firing three- 
pounder, is mounted on a cone in the same 
manner and is trained by a crutch on which 
the shoulder of-the gunner rests. When 


_ the barrel of the gun recoils a distance of 
_four inches, the breech remaining closed 
during the recoil. When, however, the bar- 


rel returns to the firing position the breach 
block is thrown downward, the hammer is 
cocked and the empty cartridge is ejected, 
the breech block remaining down until an- 
uther cartridge is introduced. The act of 
placing the cartridge in the chamber liber- 
ates the block, which rises instantly, clos- 
ing the breech, and the gun can be fired 
again. 

After firing the gun in the way described 
the trigger was fixed in the pulled position, 
a cartridge was fired and its empty shell 
ejected: On introducing anotber cartridge 
it was fired in the same way without the in- 
tervention of the trigger, and so on with an 
indefinite number of cartridges, the gun 
doing all the work except that of placing the 
cartridges in thée’*chamber. This gun weighs 
no more than the ordinary quick-firing gun 
of the same caliber; the strain on the 
mounting is less, enabling it to be fired 
from a light torpedo boat without damage 
to the deck, and the rapidity of the fire is 
increased, with only one-half the usuc] gun 
detachment to work it.
